ANGLE PARKING AGAIN 



Full co-operation and imme- 
diate action by Council were given 
to the plans formulated last week 
by a group of Narberth merchants 
in an effort to solve the vexatious 
parking problem. 

Last Thursday night twenty- 
three business men met and went 
over the traffic situation, past, 
present and future. The realiza- 
tion that Council alone could not 
solved the difficulties and that 
those on the scene must help 
prompted the meeting. 

A complete new system was 
worked out, and presented the 
next night to the committees of 
the Borough deliberative body. 
Monday night Messrs. Chris Koch 
and Ralph S. Dunne appeared at 
the regular meeting to discuss the 
plans further. 

The new scheme which in- 
volved a re-routing of the busses 
and the restoral of angle parking 
was taken up with Manager 
Frank A. Dugan, of the Mont- 
gomery Bus Company, who of- 
fered full co-operation, and Coun- 
cil's Police Committee was given 
full power to act. So prompt was 
that action that the revised rules 
were put in effect yesterday. 

The regulations are the same 
as those discussed in these col- 
umns this week, with the excep- 
tion of the bus route. The origi- 
nal, pfan called for a change in the 
run of the east-bound line to 
Windsor avenue. Instead the 
eastbound line will now run from 
Essex avenue on Haverford as 
usual, making a stop at the sta- 
tion and another in front of 
Koch' s drug store. The west- 
bound cars will turn oft" Haver- 
ford avenue at Narberth, stopping

The soloist for the first concert 
by the Main Line Orchestra on 
Sunday afternoon, at the Ardmore 
Theatre, Ardmore, will be Marie 
Ladue Piersol, of Narberth, widely- 
known soprano, who has sung in 
Grand Opera in Europe as well as 
appearing with unusual success on 
the concert stage in America, as 
soloist with prominent orchestras 
and in numerous recitals. 

Mrs. Piersol, socially prominent 
in Detroit and closely related to 
the Newbury family, surprised 
society by appearing as prima 
donna under B. C. Whitney in one 
of his light operas. Her success 
was immediate and after her first 
season, the Schuberts, of New 
York, engaged her for their forces. 

Mr. Gatti-Casazza, Director of 
the Metropolitan Opera, heard the 
young soprano sing and advised 
her to give up the light opera stage 
and devote herself to Grand Opera. 
On this advice Mrs. Piersol can- 
celled her contract and sailed for 
Europe. 

Under the tutelage of Mme. 
Schoen-Rene, one of the few sur- 
viving pupils of that master, Man- 
uel Garcia, Mrs. Piersol quickly 
rounded out her studies in Berlin, 
and an engagement at Bremen fol- 
lowed. 

There is an unwritten rule in 
German opera houses that there 
shall be no applause during the 
performance except at the end of 
each act, when the entire ensemble 
share the honors, but when the 
young singer finished her first 
aria, the audience swept all re- 
straint aside and burst into a storm 
of applause. From that moment 
the American soprano was made, 
and the opera director was con- 
gratulated upon his find.

MEETING SCHEDULED 

Shingle Ordinance to Be Discussed 
This Month. 
The Ordinance and Law Com- 
mittee of Borough Council de- 
cided at the Council meeting last 
Monday evening to hold a public 
hearing on the proposed anti- 
shingle ordinance, in Elm Hall on 
Monday, November 29, at S P. M. 
This is the ordinance which has 
been discussed in the past two is- 
sues of Our Town. If it should 
be passed by Council, it would 
greatly restrict the use of shingles 
for roofing in the borough im- 
mediately and would bring about 
the total abolition of shingle roofs 
within 20 years. The passage of 
this ordinance would enable all 
property in the borough to obtain 
a lower rating for fire insurance 
purposes. As this ordinance as 
now proposed would affect the 
property interests of a very large 
number of citizens and tax payers. 
it is the desire of Council that 
there should be a full and free ex- 
pression of opinion concerning it 
in advance of any formal discus- 
sion of the ordinance in Council. 
Every property owner who has a 
shingle roof should make a note 
of the date of the hearing now and 
plan to be there or to be repre- 
sented. 

Another letter on the subject 
was received this week from Wil- 
liam D. Smedley, prominent Nar- 
berth builder: 
To the Editor: 

In reference to the proposed ordi- 
nance to eliminate the use of shingles 
for all roofs in the borough: 

f believe a similar ordinance has 
been proposed twice before and has 
failed to pass. Let us hope this time 
it will meet with the same fate. 

In my opinion throughout the resi- 
dential section of the borough, or 
rather other than the business section 
or fire zones, one should be permitted 
to use the roofing material best adapted 
to the architecture of the building and 
his own personal liking. 

Surely a shingle roof is best adapted 
to certain types of dwellings, and is 
no more a fire menace than many- 
types of composition roofing. Further, 
about 95 per cent, of all fires originate 
from within the buildings. 

If this ordinance is passed the most 
likely result will be the majority of 
homes built will be roofed with a 
variety of imitations of tile and slate, 
with little regard to architecture, and 
as much a fire hazard as a good shingle 
roof. 

Would it not be better not to pass an 
anti-shingle ordinance, and keep our 
building code as near as possible to 
the code of Lower Merion. township 
which surrounds our little borough? 
So a passerby will not say "these artis- 
tic homes on this side of the road are 
in ■ Lower Merion township, on the 
other side where those speckled roofs 
are, in the borough of Narberth. 

Let him who wants a shingle roof 
be perm'* 1 "'! to have one.

Routine business, but business 
of importance, kept the members 
of Borough Council until late 
Monday night. A pleasing im- 
provement in Narberth's current 
finances was shown in the report 
of Borough Treasurer E. P. Dold. 

The problem of parking was 
first among the new business. 
Former Burgess Carl B. Metzger 
spoke on the plan evolved the 
previous Thursday night by 23 
Narberth business men. The plan 
had been accepted by the govern- 
mental committees Friday and 
was then brought up in regular 
meeting. 

In reviewing what he had said be- 
fore the merchants Mr. Metzger 
called attention to the fact that the 
rules established several weeks ago 
had resulted in severe losses of busi- 
ness to local stores. With less 
space provided, purchasers had 
passed on to other business sec- 
tions. The plan, explained in an- 
other column of this issue, was 
brought up for approval.

Street lighting, including a 
criticism of the "pale moons" 
shown by the seven new stand- 
ards, came up for discussion. It 
was brought out that the Civic As- 
sociation hoped shortly to have 
fluids available for the erection of 
s(> additional standards, and 
Council was asked to maintain the 
lights. The possibility that the 
use of 250-watt bulbs 'instead of 
the present 100-watt size in the 
present standards might take care 
of the problem was suggested, and 
Council is preparing for a trial of 
the brighter bulbs. 

Foreclosing Liens. 

The Liens Committee reported 
progress in cleaning up many of 
the outstanding accounts.

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TURKEY TALK 

When you 'select your turkey, 
one of the chief considerations is 
the amount and quality of the 
flesh of the body, especially on 
the breast, back and hips. Plenty 
of flesh meat means plenty of 
meat for carving, and there should 
be also a generous amount of fat 
to insure a moist, tender turkey. 
The French always expose a tur- 
key in the market with the back 
up so the housewife can better 
observe how plump the bird is. 

Feeling the end of the breast or 
keel bone and examining the spurs 
or the feet may give sonic idea o£ 
the age of a turkey, but these 
tests are not infalliable so far as 
picking out a good tender turkey 
is concerned. Almost any turkey 
can be cooked so that it is tender, 
but it is, of course, easier to roast 
a young bird. The best method 
of cooking a turkey is that by 
which the flesh is kept moist and 
juicy. Cooking it in a covered 
roaster with a little water in the 
bottom in a carefully regulated 
oven will prevent it from drying 
out. The time for cooking varies, 
according to the age of the turkey 
and its size. 

■ The custom of having a turkey 
for Thanksgiving dinner dates 
back to the early New England 
settlers, who found turkeys wild 
and highly recommended by the 
Indians, Domestic turkeys are at 
their prime in the fall and their 
size makes them suitable for serv- 
ing to a good many people.

Jack, the youngest 
of ten brothers, and himself a world 
figure and a delightful speaker, 

Taking the cue of the other speak- 
ers, anecdotes in side-splitting quan- 
tities followed one another rapidly. 
The serious part of his talk included 
an earnest appeal to the Narberth 
post to help the younger generation 
by the fostering of clean sport. 

"Sport," he said, "prepares a man 
for every kind of experience which 
may come to him in later life. The 
true sports man learns to win mod- 
estly and lose gracefully ; to meet 
problems gamely sport training 
necessitates clean living, and sup- 
plies an absorbing activity to drive 
bad habits from the mind of young 
fellows." 

Prominent Legionnaire Speaks. 

Burgess Harry A. Frye, a mem- 
ber of the post, introduced the next 
speaker, also a distinguished visitor. 
Vincent Carroll, national vice-com- 
mander of the American Legion, 
general chairman of the recent con- 
vention in -Philadelphia, assistant 
district attorney of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Carroll echoed the appeal of 
Jack Kelly for the fostering of clean 
sport, and launched into a brief talk 
on the place of the Legion, and its 
opportunities in the finer things of 
community and national life.

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COMMENCES NEW GROUP 

Of Sermons on "Genesis and the 
Modern Man." 

In the first of a scries of four ser- 
mons preached on Sunday evenings in 
the Baptist Church of the Evangel, the 
Rev. Robert E. Keighton said, last 
Sunday night: 

"For many years there has been a 
debate waged over the early chapters 
of Genesis. Unfortunately, the atten- 
tion given to it, the energy expended 
upon it and the emotion aroused by 
it have been out of all proportion to the 
importance of it! The proof of the 
modern position is past history; its 
vindication is future historj — rapidly 
being made! 

"Of the two accounts of the Creation 
given in Genesis, no reconciliation can 
be made that docs not betray artificial- 
ity and inherent weakness. They were 
the attempts of two Hebrews, one liv- 
ing 800 B. C, the other 500 B. C. 

"The story itself is based upon a 
tradition common to the Semitic 
people, notably the Babylonians. The 
revolt against the polytheistic story of 
this latter people, which had the crea- 
tion of man as the result of a drunken 
frenzy of the gods, produced the Crea- 
tion Ode of the first chapter of Genesis. 

"Its value for us is not cosmological, 
scientific or historical, but religious. 
Its magnificence is found in the insis- 
tence it makes upon the Creator as one 
great Spirit who is wholly righteous 
and just, achieving as the crown of 
His work the companionship of man."

BOROUGH FINANCES IN 

MUCH BETTER SHAPE 
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holdings of Vincent Mariani and 
Derrou.se et al. at lona and Wood- 
bine avenues. The liens, amounting 
to $1459.59 are against a pair of 
vacant lots at that point, bought 
in at a sale some time ago by the 
present owner as an investment. 

The foreclosure, it was stated, 
is the first of a number which will 
be made against properties with 
liens which should be removed. 

That Narberth's cash box is in 
better shape than has been the 
case for some time was shown in 
the report of the treasurer. At 
the beginning of the year there 
was $42,000 outstanding in tempo- 
rary loans carried to pay the cur- 
rent bills. These notes had 
meanwhile increased to $58,100. 
P>ig tax collections, it was shown, 
will make it possible to wipe out 
$29,000 of this amount, setting the 
lowest floating debt held by the 
borough for some time. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee, the largest di- 
vision of Council, follows: 

Report of Highway Committee. 

During the past month the work of 
resurfacing Wynncdale avenue under 
the Street Improvement bond issue has 



been entirely completed and the total' 
cost of this amounted to $2823.71. The 
Street Commissioner estimated in ad- 
vance that the total cost of this would 
be $2800, but your chairman asked 
Council and received authorization to 
spend not more than $3000. Thirty per 
cent, of this total is to be paid by the 
abutting property owners and bills 
pro-rating that charge in accordance 
with front footage will be served on 
those property owners within the next 
week. 

Mr. Marmaduke Bowker, Jr.. of 108 
Wynncdale avenue, has asked the 
borough to repair or make reimburse- 
ment for damage to the cement of his 
sidewalk and front porch which he be- 
lieves was caused by water that leaked 
from a surface water drain pipe of the 
borough in the bed of Wynncdale ave- 
nue in front of his property. The drain 
pipe was sealed at the expense of the 
borough and the cause of the trouble 
was thereby removed more than a year 
ago. Members of this committee and 
the Street Commissioner have visited 
Mr. Bowker's property personally and 
arc of the opinion that it is not demon- 
strable that the imperfections in his 
sidewalk and porch were caused by 
water underground. It is the opinion 
of your committee that these defects 
arc no more serious than frequently 
occur to cement work from apparently 
natural causes. It is. therefore, the 
recommendation of your committee 
that Mr. Bowker should be notified 
that it is the opinion of Council that 
the full responsibility of the borough 
in this matter was discharged when 
the surface water drain pipe was ade- 
quately and permanently sealed. 

Your committee is holding a Deed 
of Dedication conveying from Jennv 
P. Loos to the borough of Narberth 
the road bed of Shirley lane so-called. 
We are informed by the Street Com- 
missioner that although this lane was 
properly paved in accordance with 
borough standards, the pavement has 
since been seriously damaged by open- 
ings which have been made for water 
and other connections and that these 
openings have been left in such a poor 
condition that the surface of this street, 
as it now stands, is impaired. It is the 
recommendation of your committee 
that this deed be not accepted until 
the Street Commissioner can report 
this street has been put into the proper 
condition. 

The chairman of this committee has 
received a request from a resident of 
North Narberth avenue that "Danger — 
Run Slow" signs be placed at the inter- 
section of Narberth and Price avenues. 
This resident states that since the 
traffic control light was placed at the 
corner of North Narberth and Mont- 
gomery avenues, there has been an in- 
creasing tendency for people driving 
north on North Narberth avenue to 



speed up in an endeavor to reach the 
corner before the light changes, with 
the result that there have been several 
collisions' and near accidents at the in- 
tersection of Narberth and Price ave- 
nues. We recommend that this com- 
mittee be given authority to investi- 
gate this situation and, if necessary, to 
place such signs at Narberth and Price 
avenues and also at Narberth and Sa- 
bine avenues. 

During the past month the Highway 
Department has placed "Danger — Run 
Slow" signs at Wynnewood and Sabine 
avenues. 

In addition we collected 754 cubic 
yards of ashes; cleaned the storm in- 
lets and patched several ditches ■ 
througout the borough. 

We recommend that this committee 
be given authority to obtain a posi- 
tive ruling from the borough solicitor 
with reference to the propriety and 
right of the borough to drain surface 
water into the old 12-inch pipe in the 
bed of Haverford avenue, and that if 
such a ruling is favorable, all of the 
abutting property owners should be 
warned by this committee that it is the 
intention of the borough to make such 
use of that drain pipe within 30 days 
from the date of the warning, and that 
those property owners should, in the 
meantime, take whatever precautions 
seemed to them to be suitable to pre- 
vent surface water from backing up in 
pipes which may at present be draining 
from their properties into this 12-inch 
main. 

We also ask for authority to open up 
the inlet at the corner of Forrest and 
Haverford avenues, 30 days after such 
a notice has been sent out. 

During the past month we spent 
$2378.72 for materials used in the re- 
surfacing of Wynncdale avenue, and 
$21 for materials used in street main- 
tenance work. The expenditure for 
labor durinc the past month was as 
follows: For ash collections $476.14; 
for street cleaning, $127.75; for street 
maintenance. $0.84; for rent of roller, 
$(1.84; for Wyunedalc avenue, $443.90; 
for repairing Woodbine avenue curb, 
$10.4-1. Tota l. $1072.
